2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art does not 
teach or fairly suggest a method of blow molding parisons with the steps of inspecting the parisons, 
heating the parisons, and sorting out at least some defective parisons after heating the parisons. 
Regarding claims 5-9, the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest an apparatus with a blow molding 
station where there is an inspection station situated upstream of a heating station and a first sorting 
station situated between the heating station and the blow molding station, wherein the first sorting 
station is controlled by the inspection station. Prior art teaches inspecting and sorting parisons prior 
to their being heated, and does not teach or suggest sorting out defective parison after they have 
been heated. Further, as noted in applicant's remarks filed December 26, 2007, there would be no 
reason to modify the prior art because sorting parisons after heating appears to be illogical or, at the 
least, energy inefficient.
